NEWTONVILLE — A lively solution to a 
problem facing more and more elderly people 
these days has sprung full grown from a 
grand old home on Newtonville Avenue. 

The problem is that older people often 
spend their retired years, those in which they 
should be enjoying the fruits of a life of labor 
and love, alone and lonely. They end up in 
high rise towers made of cement, filled with 
other elderly people; and, for all the fun and 
games in the common room, many feel a cer- 
tain emptiness in their lives.

Many of them miss the variety of experiences 
that marked their younger days. 


In the house on Newtonville Avenue, a com- 
munity project called Cooperative Living has 
put together a lively blend of people of dif- 
ferent backgrounds and different ages that 
seems, at first, to be an odd mix. But families, 
in general, are odd mixes of ages and per- 
sonalities, and, in that respect, this family is 
no exception. 

Alice, Rose and Millie, who are the type of 
retired persons the project’s coordinators 
were concerned with when they began pulling 

-dt together almost six years ago, share their 
home with Bridget, 21, Tracey, 22, Sally and 
her eight-year-old daughter, Roz. 

Those who have decided to cast their lot 
with Newton’s Cooperative Living project 
gathered in the dining room of their old, Vic- 
torian home last week for a birthday party. 
The party boasted all the right trimmings: ice 
cream, cake, tonic, balloons and, most impor- 
tant of all, bright, smiling faces.

NEWTON — With little hype or fanfare, the 
Board of Aldermen goes ‘Hollywood’ next 
week. The hot lights of television cameras will 
be trained on the Garden City's 24 legislative 
officials as they plow through their elected 
duties in a live telecast from city hall.

Funding cut 


Snoopers get the boot

NEWTON The Board of Aldermen has 
eliminated the funding necessary to pay the salaries 
of investigators who check-up on employees 
suspected of abusing sick leave privileges, coming 
down on the side of city workers who claimed they 
were subject to harrassment and unfair procedures 
under the new policy 


In its first major budget action, the full board 
voted Monday night to cut $10,000 from the personnel 
department's budget, money that was originally ear- 
marked to pay the salaries of three hired in- 
vestigators through June of 1985 to crack down on 
Sick leave abuse. 





“Although the purpose of the policy is clear, the 
abuses are evident,’ said Alderman Richard 
McGrath, who introduced the motion to eliminate 
the positions from the budget. “If they want to do 
this, it should be fair and well-thought out, but per 
sons who are investigated are done so not from an 
established criteria but from a ‘feeling’ the person- 
nel department may have about an employee. It’s 
arbitrary.” 


The board's action effectively eliminates the con- 
troversial procedure on July 1, although aldermen 
kept the door open for some type of tool to monitor 
sick leave abuse if Mayor Theodore D, Mann can 
come up with a new policy acceptable to city 
workers, 





After several aldermen stood to defend the city’s 
right to monitor sick leave, thereby saving the city 
money, McGrath rose and sarcastically goaded his 
colleagues. 


There are currently two men who travel door-to- 
door to the homes of city workers who call in sick. 
The personnel department, which has a budgeted 
vacancy for a third investigator, routinely instructs 


the mens to their dally routes, “We're only dealing with the reputations and 


morale of city workers. What do we know about 
them? Blue collar workers are, of course, always 
cheats and thieves and crooks. So what’s wrong with 
sending out snoopers to spy on them without due pro- 
cess?” McGrath said in jest. 





The 10-month-old policy was enacted to bring sick 
leave abuse under control within city departments. 





Personnel officials say the procedure has helped 
save the city money, but they have never presented 
cost savings data to that effect and admit there is no 
standard criteria which would determine who would 
be subject to a home visit.

Four municipal unions, alleging the city is con- 
ducting a prohibited practice because the policy was 
not part of any collective bargaining agreement, 
have filed grievances with the state Labor Relations 
Commission (LRC). 


Creem spoke against cutting the funds and instead 
suggested the board help formulate a policy that 
would be less intrusive into the rights of city 
workers. 


The board, however, voted 10 to 9 with five 
alderrmen absent to delete the $10,000 from the 
budget and added a resolution supporting any move 
by Mann to put the money in budget reserve and 
later seek an appropriation for the same amount if 
the city can come up with a less intrusive tool to 
monitor sick leave abuse. 


The unions, connected with the American Federa- 
tion of State and County Muncipal Emplo; 
(AFSCMB), are scheduled to appear Friday in a 
hearing before state labor commissioners in Boston. 
The LRC could then dismiss the complaint or order 
the city to discontinue the practice.

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A thrillseeker takes a dive

MOULTONBORO, N.H Somewhere in the 
backwoods of New Hampshire, nestled between 
Lake Winnipesaukee and the rolling peaks of the 
White Mountains, lies a Sleepy little airport 
bounded by forests and ponds near the junction 
of Interstate 95 and Rt. 11. To get there, you drive 
past ramshackle, roadside farmstands and 
white-clapboard general stores until you find a 

trip of asphalt, dotted with landing lights and 
situated in the middle of an open field. 

Here, at the near-bankrupt Moultonboro Air- 
port, thrillseekers converge almost every 
weekend when the weather is good, don 
parachute gear and fall out of the sky 

Most do it with a bit of bravado, a sense of ease 
that comes with experience and know-how; 
others, knock-kneed and eyes closed, are less 

ure when stepping onto the wing of a plane 
before bounding into the blue sky, wind whistling 
n their helmets, heavy packs harnessed to their 
bodies 

One of the boldest of the sports offered by New 

England Adventurers, which caters to 
thrillseekers of every ilk, and probably the most 
foolhardy, despite the emphasis on safety and 
method, is the skydive. A half-mile above the 
ground, in a Cessna 128 single-engine monoplane 
travelling at an altitude nearly twice as high as 
the Sears Tower in Chicago, newcomers to the 
huting pay $80 apiece to sit in a 
selage, droplets of sweat beading on 
ir hands and foreheads, and consider what 
e was like Before The Jump (too short) and 
what it might be like After The Jump (not long 
enough) 
Tumbling in the air, 2800 feet above ground, 
s easy to forget the four hours of on-ground in- 
iction and the statistical assurance that 
mainline malfunctions occur on the average of 
about one in every 10,000 jumps. Experienced 
jumpers tell you to spend your time learning how 
to react to malfunctions, but beginners would 
rather not discuss them. You just pray and you 
hope your main chute will open. 

“The parachute is not a clockwork device. 
People think that if one thing goes wrong, then 
everything goes wrong, Not true; the parachute 
is a very forgiving device. If you mess up, don’t 
worry. You just have to follow some basics,’’ 
says jumpmaster Kevin Walsh, a state-certified 
instructor and area safety officer. Later, he add- 
ed, ‘‘But any fool can kill himself if he wants to."’ 

Which is precisely why Walsh requires begin- 
ners to spend most of their time during the all- 
day affair with their feet firmly on the good 
earth, learning the proper procedures to follow 
before the jump, the correct body position for the 
freefall and how to land on both feet, safe and 
standing. 

“Every chance we get we’re going to have you 
simulate something on the ground so you do it 
better in the air,’’ Walsh says. ‘If you have a 
malfunction, simply react to it. Don’t panic.” 

The system itself seems simple — a static line 
hookup from the back of your rig and connected 
to a sturdy rod inside the plane trips the

Our thrillseeking reporter eyes his 
parachute open and automatically deploys it 
after a four second freefall. No problem 

A pilot chute trails first out the bag and drags 
air. The main canopy then unfolds and opens into 
a square configuration, winglike against the 
backdrop of a crystal blue sky. Still, no problem 

‘Look up, evaluate your sheet. If it’s square, 
grab your steering toggles and check for ground 
control. Look for the red arrow and steer 
yourself in the direction it’s pointing. Stay away 
from the trees, don't land in the water and watch 
out for power lines. I want you all to land right in 
this field,’ Walsh says, pointing to an obstacle- 
free tract of land; a half-mile away from the 
nearest body of water, surrounded by 
eens, perilously close to a row of power 
s and doubtlessly the size of a postage stamp 
from 2800 feet 

Then, a lesson in emergency procedures; 
smiles disappear from faces, seriousness sets in 
and people shift from one foot to the other. 

The most dangerous situation for a parachutist 
is to be ‘‘in tow,” or dragged along with the plane 
at speeds up to a 100 miles per hour from the 
open door of the craft. Occuring when the static 
line becomes fouled and does not deploy your 
chute, an ‘‘in tow” situation creates an emergen- 
cy for the jumper and the people inside the plane 

“The chances of this happening are so slim, I 
don’t even want to teach it, but I have to. Put 
your hands on your helmet to let me know your 
conscious, keep your eyes on your reserve rip- 
cord and then I’ll cut the line and you will have to 
pull the reserve manually,” s: Walsh, 

No main sheet; only the reserve, unmodified 
white chute. The backup system becomes the 
front-line chute. If it doesn’t open, or opens incor- 
rectly...well, the chances are one in 10,000 

“If you’re unconscious, and I don’t see your 
hands come to the helmet, we radio to the 
ground, alert the fire and police departments, br- 
ing you in low over the water and cut the static 
line.

you up,’’ says Walsh, adding that most people 
become unconscious because they’re in shock, 
not injured.

Arch your body, count to seven, look up and 
evaluate your sheet — if the chute did not deploy, 
or if the chute deployed but not fully, immediate- 
ly pull your reserve ripcord and the main sheet 
will disengage while the back-up system floats 
out of the bag. 

Still in an emergency situation, you'll make it 
to the ground but at a much faster speed and 
without the benefit of steering toggles. ‘‘A rough 
landing, maybe some cuts and bruises, but you'll 
be all right,’ Walsh says. ‘Everybody's going to 
be all right. Now let’s do it.”” 
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My first time up in a plane and 
I happen to find myself crouched 
on the wing at 2,800 feet. A half- 
mile in the sky, wearing a light 
blue jumpsuit and helmet, strap- 
ped into a parachute rig that 
feels more like a burden than a 
godsend and I’m headfirst into a 
strong wind when the aircraft 
suddenly stalls, cutting its speed 
to about 75 miles per hour, My 
body jolts 

The two other jumpers in the 
plane said the view was far. 
reaching and breath-taking, but 
my eyes are closed, waiting for 
the sharp slap to the thigh and 
the word “Go.” It comes later 
than I expected it; lips chapped 
and white-knuckled, I decide 
maybe this wasn't such a good 
idea 

After all, this headwind is go- 
ing to pry me loose before I have 
a chance to jump. Is_ that 
dangerous’ Will the chute still 
deploy? Will I be in tow, dragged 
alongside the plane because my 
static line hookup is tangled? I 
hate all this thinking. What if

I can’t 
move my neck, the helmet is 
stuck between the coils.

They said this might happen. No 
wonder the instructors spend so 
much time on how to pull 
yourself out of these situations 
they probably happen all the 
time.

The red and green 
stripes are running down the 
sides of the square chute, It's ful- 
ly deployed and I’m descending 
slowly, hands grasping the tog- 
gles and steering toward the end 
of the runway,

They said they could hear me 
from the ground. My heart's 
pounding like a triphammer., I’m 
safe. I'm okay. The chute opened 
with only minor difficulty and 
corrected itself with only a bit of 
assistance from me.

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Pat on the back for 
a slap on the wrist 


Newton’s city administration is due hesi- 
tant and qualified congratulations for the 
way it stepped into the mess created by 
failures on the part of SCA, the private 
trash firm contracted to haul the city’s 
rubbish, to live up to its contracual respon- 
sibilities. 

Public Works Commissioner Jim 
Hickey’s decision to levy an $8,000 fine on 
the company for falling so far behind in 
trash pickups that trucks were rattling 
cans in some neighborhoods past midnight 
was perfectly appropriate. 

It’s a fact, though, that $8,000 is lunch 
money for the nationwide trash hauling 
firm, whose negotiating team showed up at 
City Hall Thursday afternoon, to field 
Hickey’s complaints, in a shiney new 
Mercedes sedan. The fine amounts to con- 
\siderably less than a slap on the wrists 
when compared to the total of nearly $2.2 
million SCA will be paid by the city in the 
coming fiscal year. The fact that the fine 
could have been considerably larger, by 
law, also softens administration claims 
that it’s really cracking down on SCA. 

It’s also a fact that the city did not make 
a move to censure SCA until the Rumford 
Avenue transfer/haul station was glutted 
to overflowing with trash, trucks hauling 
trash were backed up for blocks waiting to 
get into the station and trash trucks were 
being parked overnight with the day’s col- 
lection of garbage still in them. 

What really got things moving in the city 
administration, apparently, was an 
avalanche of complaints from residents 
whose trash was still sitting in front of 
their homes at the end of the day it was 
supposed to be collected. 

Congratulations are due the city ad- 
ministration, not for what they did or when 
they did it, but for their having done 
janything at ‘all. Mr. Hickey overstates the 
|stance he has recently adopted when he 
promises he will ‘‘play hard ball’ with 
SCA. If the ball game being played with 
the company had been a bit tougher earlier 
.on, the present situation, which he termed 
“abysmal,’’ might have been avoided in 
the first place. 

What really prompts congratulations is 
the fact that, for the first time in years, the 
city administration has apparently decid- 
ed not to defend a firm it has contracted to 
serve the city. 

In the past, the administration jumped 
in between indignant aldermen and 
outraged taxpayers to defend the per- 
formance of Finnegan and Company in a 
revaluation of the city’s real estate that 
resulted in 6,700 applications for 
abatements. 

The city — namely Mr. Hickey — staun- 
chly defended the actions of the Delta 
Paint Company when it fired many local 
laborers who were removing asbestos 
from Newton North, flew in 55 Haitian 
‘refugees to bollix up the rest of the job and 
denied testimony by local workers that the 
company violated state standards by pay- 
ling local workers considerably less than 
the mandated wage. The state finally 
jordered the company to pay some $27,000 
in back wages on that score. 

Action taken against SCA deserves 
positive reinforcement only if it can be 
taken as a step in the direction of sup- 
porting residents when contracted ser- 
vices fall short of the contractor’s pro- 
mises.

Flag dispute divides Brookline

A battle is being waged over the American 
flag in Brookline, where President John F’. Ken- 
nedy was born 

At issue is whether town meetings, the town 
earliest form of government dating back to 1705 
should begin with all voluntarily rising and 
reciting the Pledge of Allegiance. 


Opponents of the pledge thought the issue died 
in early April when more than 200 Town Meeting 
members met at the high school auditorium and 
rejected the ritual. They voted instead to begin 
with ‘The Star-Spangled Banner.”’ 

For those who supported the pledge, the na- 
tional anthem is not enough. Some are vowing to 
lay the question before voters in a town-wide 
referendum later this year, Others want to take 
the issue to Washington 

I'd like to see some harmony come out of 
this,”’ said John Bain, who started the feud. ‘It's 
a no-win situation, almost 

You don’t want to offend people but, on the 
other hand, the article that was put forward was 
a voluntary situation. Now those who want to 
salute the flay are being forced not to 

Bain said he never thought the issue would 
become so fierce when he brought it up last 
December. More than 250 Marines had been kill 
ed in a truck-bomb explosion in Lebanon and the 
Soviets had shot down Korean Airlines flight 007, 
killing 269 people. He felt it was an appropriate 
gesture 

Maybe the referendum is the answer," Bain 
said. “If the referendum fails then you say 
That's the will of the people.’ And if you don’t 
like it, you move to another town.” 

The issue has divided neighbors and brought 
new dissent to the Town Meeting, a forum 
created in Colonial days for neighbors to debate 
taxes and other community questions 
Brookline, like other old New England towns, 
had town meetings before Betsy Ross even drew 
a rough draft of the Stars and Stripes 

‘Today, some 250 people represent the town’s 
55,000 residents at the annual Town Meeting. 

Brookline is not a community of sweeping 
radicalism. A wealthy Boston suburb dotted with 
large homes and brownstone condominums, it is

a town where rents are controlled and cars can't 
park on the streets overnight. 

Kennedy was born here, in a home that stands 
today just around the corner from a Kosher but- 
cher. Michael S, Dukakis, who has stayed 
out of the pledge issue, once represented 
Brookline in the legislature and still lives here 

It’s not an issue of patriotism, opponents of the 
pledge say. They talk about questions of civil 
liberties, religious freedom and pressure to con- 
form 

Some see the words “I pledge allegiance” as a 
a throwback to the McCarthy era of 











For others, the words ‘‘one nation under God” 
gives the pledge a religious connotation it should 
not have in a nation where church is separated 
from state, said attorney Martin Rosenthal, who 
led the opposition 

Some have trouble with the words “liberty and 
justice for all,” he said 

‘The way it’s written sounds like an assess- 
ment of the current situation rather than an 
ideal,’’ Rosenthal said. 

Finally, Rosenthal said, the pledge says to 
some people, ‘‘My Country, right or wrong,”’ and 
leaves no place for dissent or opposition. 

Attorney John Reinstein of the Civil Liberties 
Union of Massachusetts likened the issue to 
school prayer 

Either you participate or stand up — or you 
set yourself up as a dissenter,’’ he said. He added 
that reciting the pledge as fixed protoco! would 
force people “to make a choice about conscious 
non-participation.”’ 


Those opposing the pledge argued they would 
be forced to draw attention to themselves by not 
participating, either by standing with r 
hands by their sides or by sitting. They felt they 
would be pointed to as non-conformists 

“I don't think that, at least in Brookline, people 
would do that,’’ Bain said. *‘It’s too liberal. Fine, 
if they want to sit down, I think people will 
respect them for that.”’ 

Shepard Spunt, an engineer and one of the 
more vocal advocates of the pledge, believes 
townspeople would support the pledge at the 
ballot box 

He said that ‘‘some of us God-fearing people 
who are members of our synagogues and chur- 
ches, have trouble with this’ opposition to the 
pledge. He said the issue has reflected poorly on 
the town. Publicity surrounding the question has 
caused people to judge Brookline unfairly, he 
said

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Trash firm fined

NEWTON — After $8,000 in fines 
and a meeting with company 
representatives late last week, city 
officials now believe the firm con- 
tracted to haul trash here is moving 
toward solving the ‘abysmal’ 
weeklong uncollected rubbish pro- 
blem that has plagued residents. 

Acting Public Works Commis- 
sioner James L, Hickey, one day 
after announcing his intention to 

play hard ball’’ with SCA Services 
Inc., met late with the comp: 
regional vice president, Charles 
Eiras, and district managers Brent 
Lake and Jim Gaines to find out 
what SCA intends to do about their 
lack of pick-up and hauling 
vehicles 

The meeting came after Hickey 
announced last Wednesday the ci- 
ty’s intention to fine SCA $8,000 for 
failing to promptly collect the trash 
of at least 400 residences for the 
past week and creating a tremen- 
dous weeklong dumping backlog at 
the Rumford Avenue transfer haul 
station. 

“T feel reasonably assured that 
they’re moving toward a solution, I 
have no question that they're put- 
ting out an all-out effort right now to 
solve the problem. With good plann- 
ing, they should have avoided it," 
Hickey said after the hour-and-a-

NEWTON — Parents and teachers need not 


feel they are bearing the brunt of the School 
Department’s budget tightening 

A special committee of school ad- 
ministrators and staff has been working for 
six months on recommendations for further 
cuts and reorganization in the school system's 
central administration. The committee is 
looking at ways to reduce the size and cost of 
the administration, while still retaining its 
quality 

I think everyone agrees that for fiscal year 
1986, there won't be any savings as far as 
school closings go,” Superintendent of 
Schools John Strand said. Therefore, he add 
ed, the biggest savings would have to come 
from the administration 

Strand told parents last week that such cuts 
would provide ‘‘a sense of fairness throughout 
all of the system.” 

Newton, along with other cities in the Com- 
monwealth, has been struggling with the com- 
bined pressures of declining enrollment, 
skyrocketing education costs and Proposition 
2 








The city has closed six elementary schools, 
two junior highs, a junior college, a special 
needs school and an alternative high school 
since in the past seven years. Two more 








Added school cuts 


elementary schools are slated for closing this 
summer. 

The school system also has reduced the 
number of staff positions by over 650 full-time 
equivalents (F.T.E.) since 1975 and plans 
another staff reduction for the next school 
year of at least 36 F.T.E. 

The declining number of schools and school 
staff mean the school system must look at 
how it can better organize the central ad- 
ministration. The School Department im- 
plemented a major, administrative 
reorganization in the fall of 1976 and some fur- 
ther adjustments were made this year. 

Strand noted that the biggest ad- 
ministrative costs are in the department of 
curriculum and staff development and said he 
expects most cuts to fall in that area. He an- 
ticipates economies will also be made in the 
operations and planning, personnel and 
special education departments. 

He said the committee studying reorganiza- 
tion will make recommendations to him next 
month, He expects the School Committee to 
hold “preliminary debates and discussions” 
on the matter next fall and reach a final deci- 
sion next March before the fiscal 1986 budget 
is completed. 

Strand added that the reorganization com- 
mittee has visited other school systems 
similar in size and quality to Newton's to 
study their operations.

The minority staffing level for all municipal 
departments excepting police and fire units is 0.8 
percent. ‘‘That’s a ridiculous number,”’ Jeffer- 
son says. 

“Tt stands to reason that if (police and fire) 
can accomplish something, then other city 
departments can do the same,”’ Glovsky said. 

The Massachusetts Commission Against 
Discrimination (MCAD), the state agency that 
reviews affirmative action plans for cities hop- 
ing to receive state and federal grant monies, 
uses an 8.6 percent figure as a target goal to 
measure the committment of local cities and 
towns to provide equal employment op- 
portunities to minorities. 

Robinson, who said she reviewed the plan and 
examined the minority hiring statistics, believes 
the current status of minority hiring “is more 
than ridiculous...it comes down to what's right 
and what's wrong.” 

“The city is not meeting its goals,’’ she adds. 
“If you read the plan, it tells you nothing. Right 
now we really don’t have a plan.” 

Arthur Lyman, a member of the Human 
Rights Commission, said affirmative action in 
the city is ‘‘a low priority” and reflects a ‘‘lack of 
commitment” to hiring qualified minorities. 

“There’s not necessarily a lack of qualified 
people but a lack of commitment by the city to 
enforce what's in the plan,”’ Lyman said.

Locals find families 
in foreign countries

Nirmala McPherson knows how raw life can be 
in India. Poverty-stricken from birth, she was 
placed in a Calcutta orphanage by her mother at 
the age of four. The little Indian girl saw despair, 
disease and death during her two years there 
the kind of suffering her Newton classmates see 
only in movies. 

“India is wicked poor,’’ said Nirmala, who did 
not speak English when she came to America in 
1978 to live with Carol McPherson of Newton. “It’s 
a lot different than here. You see people on the 
side of the street begging for food and some of 
them who are dying on the sidewalk with babies 
next to them. There is not much food so they steal 
from each other.” 

Nirmala’s adopted Indian sister, Phulmalati, 
was one of those people starving on India’s teem- 
ing streets, ‘‘She’s told me stories that would make 
your hair stand on end,"’ said Carol McPherson, a 
single parent who adopted three Indian girls 


through International Adoptions Inc. (IAI) in 
Newton. ‘Oh, there have been times when the two 
of us have just sat there and cried together. It took 
two years for the memories to start coming out 
and when they did...” 

Nirmala and Phulmalati are two of about 35 
foreign children placed in New England homes 
each month through IAI. ‘Since babies are in such 
short supply, families who want children must look 
toward non-traditional ways to build families,” 
said IAI Director Phyllis Lowenstein, non-profit 
agency places children from countries including 
India, Korea, South America, Latin America and 
the Phillipines. ‘There are very few babies 
available from the United States -- especially from 
white couples. There are no available babies in 
Europe. It has to do with the liberalization of abor- 
tion and societies’ strict regulations about single 
parents. 

“So people now have to consider adopting kids 
who used to be considered non-adoptable.”” 

Those children are of a different race, older, 
handicapped or attached in sibling groups. 

Phulmalati, an eight-year-old Newton second 
grader, used to beg and sleep on the sidewalk with 
her sick mother, “They had one ragged blanket 
between them,” said McPherson, who adopted 
from one of the few countries that will release 
children to single mothers, ‘When they were very 
hungry and people were not giving them food, they 
ate plates of red mud, 

“Her last recollection of her mother blew me 
away,"’ she continued, ‘In India, they cremate all 
the bodies and she remembers her mother’s body 
burning on a funeral pyre.”’ 

McPherson's third adopted daughter, Lakshmi, 
bears the ravages of having grown up in an Indian 
prison, She moves slowly and stiffly and rarely 
speaks. ‘When orphanages are filled to overflow- 
ing, they place kids in prisons for their own safe- 
ty,"’ explained McPherson, a psychological social 
worker, “A child wandering the streets of India is 
prey to anyone and everyone who might want to 
use them for prostitution or as servants. So while 
they have not committed any crime, orphans are 
placed in prisons where conditions are marginal 
They are not educated and receive little stimula- 
tion, 

“When she came out of prison, she had head lice, 
and her eyes and ears were running. It was really 
pathetic.’ 

Unlike McPherson, who requested older “‘less 
adoptable" children, most people want to adopt 
babies 

lhe Niemyskis of Waltham were frustrated three 
years ago, after several unsuccessful attempts to 
adopt a young child. “They told us there were no 
children available here, except some older children 
who had had severe abuse,"’ recalled Ann Marie 
Niemyski, who began investigating adoption after 
do, s told her and her husband they were unable 

ave children. *'! found a lot of dead ends. Adop- 
tion can be a very emotional issue. We spent a lot 
of time on the phone and at meetings. Then, so- 
meone mentioned International Adoptions.” 

That was in May of 1981, Seven months later, the 
Niemyskis became the parents of a seven-month- 
old Korean baby girl they named Alison. Two mon- 
ths later, Mrs. Niemyski became pregnant. She 
now has another daughter, Gretchen, who is nine 
months old. 

‘People think that because you've adopted a 


foreign child they can say what they want,” said 
the mother of two young s. “They say things 
like, ‘Oh, you're finally a real mother’ or ‘You're 
so wonderful’ because I've adopted a child. 

“TI try not to be rude,” continued Niemyski, who 
says s ys she likes one child more and some 
days the other. ‘People think that because you've 


adopted, you're some wonderful person —- but 
that's ridiculous. You're not doing it for some big, 


become available, the Niemyskis refused an offer 
from a young, local woman who was about to give 
an unwanted birth. 

“We didn’t want to deal with someone showing 
up on our doorstep in six months wanting her baby 
back,"’ she explained 

In addition to placing children who were once 
considered unadoptable, IAI also deals with 
parents who would have difficulty adopting from 
American agencies. 

“We place babies with single parents, mixed 
race parents, married parents — a wide variety of 
people who represent different points of view on 
adoption,’ Lowenstein said. ‘We try not to have 
any prejudices. The quality of parenting can’t be 
measured in concrete terms. People with lesser in- 
comes often handle it better, We place with 
parents of all incomes, education levels and oc: 
cupations,”’ 

That is not to say that any Tom, Dick or Harry 
can walk in off the street to the IAI office and walk 
away with a little, cute foreign child. There is a 
screening process which involves interviews with 
social workers, a clearing process which requires 
approval from immigration officials, the State 
Department and the FBI, a wait which can take 
from one to two years, and a fee ranging between 
$4,000 and $7,000 per child depending on the 
amount of air travel required 

“This is not for ybody,"’ Lowenstein stress- 
ed. “I lay it right out. I tell them what they can ex- 
pect and can’t expect and some decide themselves 
it’s not for them and sometimes — not too often 
we have to turn people down 

The agency is particularly wary of people har- 
boring fantasies of cute, obedient Orientals or 
potential parents who feel they are saving the 
world 

“We'r ys on the lookout for the gratifica- 
tion issue," stressed Lowenstein, whose accredited 
staff of social workers lead support groups to 
prepare parents for adopting children from foreign 
cultures and to teach them about the cultures from 
which they are adopting. ‘Many people will say to 
adoptive parents, ‘Isn't that child lucky,’ like it 
was rescued and taken to them. Most parents feel 
they're lucky ones. But once in a while the parents 
seem to feel they’re doing the child a favor and 
that’s what we watch for."’ 

She is also on the lookout for illusions of the 
Oriental culture. ‘We make sure they realize 
ahead of time that their fantasy of a little Korean 
doll will grow up to be an American kid in jeans 
and a sweatshirt,”’ Lowenstein emphasized. “They 
have to understand they're not adopting a geisha,”’ 

Future parents used to be allowed to specify the 
sex of their Korean child, But Lowenstein was fore 
ed to stop that practice after nearly everyone re- 
quested females, ‘The Koreans were hurt that 
Americans didn’t want the family name to be car- 
ried by the adopted child of another race,’ she ex 
plained. ‘And people here were concerned that an 
Asian man would be smaller than his peers. But 
you put any child on an American diet and they ‘ul 
fall into American growth charts. 

Ginny and Steve Czarnowski of WalUham are not 
worried that their adopted Korean biolog 
brothers will suffer unnecessary teasing. “When 
kids get into school, other kids can be cruel no 
matter what — whether it’s for being too short, fat, 
skinny, whatever,” said Ginny Czarnowski who 
went to IAI after describing the domestic adoption 
scene as grim. “I'm sure there will be some racial 
slurs along the line but I think as a whole, it’s 
becoming more acceptible."’ 

Niemyski noted that living in Waltham with it’s 
large, East Indian population, she is not as con 
cerned about racial prejudice as she would be liy- 
ing in a rural area 

And Alison Niemski seems to have adjusted to 
her new family quite nicely. When asked why she 
had been adopted from Korea, the toddling child 
quickly blurted out, ‘Because my mommy and 
daddy love me very much,”

The night manager of Papa Ginos at 215 Needham St. told police he 
was standing at the front cash register when the suspect entered, 
pointed a gun at his stomach and ordered the manager to stuff money in

NEWTON The problem has plagued the 
Newton schools for a decade; and it is not going 
to go away anytime soon. 

The financial! and educational! crunch of declin 
ing enrollment and skyrocketing education 
costs, complicated recently by fiscal belt 
tightening under Proposition 2'2, has backed 
school officials into a corner 

And while those officials have fought back with 
a seven-year string of school closings and two ad: 
ministrative reorganizations, some residents are 
still pushing another, less tested solution: “mix: 
ed use"’ of school buildings. 

The renting out of extra school space to profit 
and non-profit businesses and organizations, pro- 
ponents say, is an alternative that has not been 
adequately explored. They favor it as a means of 
preserving Newton's system of neighborhood 
elementary schools and champion it as less

This judge has 
explaining to do 


It will be a long time before people stop 
talking about the Stanley Barczak case 
and the controversial decision made by 
recalled Superior Court Judge James P. 
McGuire 

There was intense public interest in this 
case and many citizens are concerned 
because Barczak went free after taking a 
$5,000 bribe and then trying to hang two in- 
nocent persons with him 

It was amazing that Judge McGuire im 
pounded testimony which referred to the 
late John F’. Coady, second in command in 
the Department of Revenue which was 
under investigation by Attorney General 
Francis X. Bellotti. 

Bellotti said he had “plenty of stuff” on 
Coady, who was an _ unindicted co- 
conspirator in the case. This material was 
relative to the investigation of the Depart- 
ment of Revenue and should be made 
public because it digs deeper than the 
privacy rights of the Coady family. 

The veracity of one of the highest public 
officials in Massachusetts is at stake here. 
The public is entitled to know what ‘‘stuff”’ 
he had on Coady and make its own deter- 
mination on whether it was indictment 
material or the attorney general was play- 
ing politics. 





The credibility of a Superior Court 
justice is also on the line here. He has 
denied the public information to which it is 
entitled and the question is being asked if 
he took the easy way out. 


The public should know all of the facts in 
this case. No elected or appointed official 
should be permitted to hide relevant in- 
formation. 

Before the 1983 trial the attorney general 
tried unsuccessfully to impound all papers 
in the case and have a gag order placed on 
counsel for one of the defendants. 








The impoundment order covers virtually 
the entire transcripts of the grand jury 
proceedings, the indictments and two 


hearings at which Barczak appeared in 





court. Coady’s name was sprinkled all 
through and, in effect, Judge McGuire has 
sealed the complete records of a public 
trial and the preliminaries leading up to it. 
He has a lot of explaining to do. 


Reporters were told on the eve of the 
April 18 hearing and again that morning 
that it was to be just a motions session on 
sentencing recommendations and_ that 
Barczak positively would not be present. 
In addition, there were motions to be 
presented by attorneys representing Mrs. 
Coady and Raymond Palmegiano, the !at- 
ter a Department of Revenue employee 
who had been found not guilty of allega- 
tions made by Barezak. 


Judge McGuire denied the latter mo- 
tions and suddenly Barezak was whisked 
into the courtroom and was given a 
suspended sentence. It was all over in a 
few moments and in the din that followed 
Palmegiano was heard screaming “bag 
job, bag job!”’ One observer said the whole 
thing was a ‘‘travesty"’.

Fighting for freedom

NEWTON — U.S. Congressman Barney Frank 
and Sen. Paul Tsongas, responding to the pleas 
of Newton Centre resident and stepson of dissi- 
dent Russian physicist Dr. Andrei Sakharov, 
have asked the nation’s legislature to demand 
the release of Sakharov’s wife, who has been de- 
tained by Soviet officials. 

It is feared that Sakharov, who has been on a 
hunger strike since her arrest, and his ailing 
wife, Yelena Bonner, may die from the stress 
and deprivation of the protest, according to his 
daug -in-law, Lisa Alexeyeva 

Se ‘ov, a Nobel laureate, has been exiled in 
the Russian city of Gorky since January 1980. 

The decision to call on Congress came after 
Frank and Tsongas met with Soviet embassy of- 
yesterday in a nearly fruitless half-hour 
shington, D.C., called to appeal 
for the Bonn release on ‘humanitarian and 
compassionate” grounds. She was placed under 
house arrest on May 2 on charges of distributing 
anti-Soviet propoganda, accusations which 
Sakharov's family here and the two legislators 
say have no factual basis. 

Frank's legislative aide, Doug Cahn, said 
Tuesday that he expected congress would pas: 
the resolution demanding Bonner’s release with 
extraordinary haste. He said the speed with 
which the resolution would be passed “‘reflects 
the feeling of all those involved,” and added that 
the State Department, which he described as be 
ing ‘'100 percent behind passage,’’ was pushing

I had anxiety so severe it lead to panic,"’ Chantermerle told a small 
roup of women seeking help at Central New England PMS Center in 
Westborough, one of two facilities in New England which specializes in 
treating PMS.

doctors and social workers deter- 
mine a woman does have PMS 

and 80 percent of all the patients 
are positively diagnosed — mon- 
thly doses of the sex hormone, 
progesterone, may be prescrib- 


ed 


Chantermerle, director of nur- 
sing at the PMS center, said that 
since she began taking pro- 
gesterone suppositories, she no 
longer spends half her life hiding 
in her bed and crying incessant- 
ly 


PMS is caused by a deficien- 
cy in progesterone,” she told the 
seven nervous women attending 
a recent informational meeting 
at the center. “So, we prescribe 
natural progesterone (produced 
from the roots of yams as oppos- 
ed toa chemical created in a lab) 
to regulate the process that went 
haywire.” 


That *‘haywire"’ state of inter- 
nal affairs is blamed for monthly 
depression, crying, memory loss, 
clumsiness, panic, asthma, 
fatigue, nausea, skin rashes, 
edema, tension, lethar; anger, 
stress, breast tenderness, food 
cravings, headaches, weight 
gain, diarrhea, aggression, 
backaches, bloatedness, 
withdrawal, constipation, loss of 
reality, irritability and anxiety 


You may walk the same path 
in your house day after day and 
on the fourth week, run into a 
wall there is a physical ex- 
planation for that, 
Chantermerle said, sending visi- 
ble sighs of relief rippling 
through the meeting. ‘That's 
because all the tissues that ex- 
change water including the 
brain — are swelling 


“I did a study on medication 
errors,’’ continued Chantermerle 
who is writing her doctoral 
dissertation on PMS. *‘And more 
errors were made by women just 
before they began menstruating 
It has to do with this inability to 
clearly process information, You 
can see, but not focus, which 
leads to an inability to feel confi- 
dent about decisions 


Anyone ever discover any 
bruises on their body that they 
can’t remember getting?’’ she 
asked, causing six women to 
shake their heads affirmatively 
and lean forward in their chairs. 


“That's because the peripheral 
capillaries thin out, You could 
take your thumb and push on 
your thigh and get a bruise 
there are physiological reasons 
for these things. They're not 
psychosomatic.” 


Dr, Manjul Shukla, an internist 
at the PMS center, notes that 
while many women may suffer 
some of the symptoms, it does 
not necessarily mean they have 
PMS 


Many people confuse c 
ing and hunger with PMS 
said, adding that most women 
who visit the center for treat- 
ment have symptoms so severe it 
interferes with their lifestyle

The exact cause of PMS is 
unknown. But doctors have pin 
pointed several likely culprits. 
Hormonal changes such as 
puberty, pregnancy and post par- 
tum, hysterectomies, and the 
discontinuance of birth control 
pills seem to bring on the syn- 
drome 


External events such as 
severe stre: can synchronize 
PMS," Chantermerle noted. “It 
can start with the very first 
menstrual cycle, develop in 
adolescence and then get worse 


Studies show most female suicides occur just before monthly menstruation begins. 


It's often called the disease of the 
thirties because that’s when it 
seems to hit the hardest."’ 

Most of the women did not need 
an informational session to learn 
about PMS, They've experienced 
it first hand. But they did seem to 
need someone with a medical 
background telling them they 
weren't imagining the problem 

I've gone to doctors asking 
them about it and they'd pat me 
on the head and tell me not to 
worry about it,’’ said one partici- 
pant, a 34-year-old business 
manager with a seven-year-old 
son. I didn’t know if I was 
crazy 

Ellyn not her real name 
said her boyfriend was paying 
her $310 diagnosis fee. *‘He's go- 
ing to fix me up so he can keep 
me,”’ she quipped. 


But Ellyn didn’t smile too 
much when she described what 
happens to her each month 
before she begins menstruating. 


“One to two weeks a month, I 
ery, get depressed and bloated,’ 
she related, ‘I snarl. I have a 
real bad self image. My brain 
feels surrounded by cotton and I 
can't remember things. It's a 
drain to be around people. I have 
to force myself to be nice when I 
really want to say, ‘go to hell.’ 


And one of the worst parts is 
my sexual behavior she con- 
tinued in a hushed voice. **T'wo 
weeks out of the year, I'm real 
horny, but during the rest of the 
time, he'd better not touch me 
I'm frigid.” 


A Newton woman, call her 
Sarah, has had severe migrane 
headaches since she reached 
puberty. “She kept telling doc- 
tors she thought it was related to 
her period, but they didn't 
believe her aran a ar 
Sak It wasn’t until sb was 
her 30's that she really paid at 
tention to her cycles and made 
the connection. 


‘There have been times my 
father had to take her to the 
emergency room at Newton 
Wellesley Hospital, she was so 
sick 


Many afflicted women have 
probably made a connection bet- 
ween their monthly malaise and 
their menstrual cycle.

Americans began hearing about PMS a few years ago, when two 
women in England used the syndrome as their defense in a murder 


case 


They've done studies on PMS which have concluded that women who 
commit violent crimes have done so at that time in their cycle,” noted 
Dr, Lawrence Cibley, a Waltham gynecologist/obstretrician who says 
increasing numbers of women have been seeking help for PMS during 
the past few year 


In 1950, Dr. Katharina Dalton, an English gynecologist, established a 
practice to treat women for PMS, Dalton has studied over 30,000 women 
since then and her research concludes that most female work-related 
error uicides, incidents of spouse and child abuse and other violent 


crimes occur just before the women begin monthly menstruation.

Some hard-core feminists argue that PMS is a fictitous ailment in 
vented to prove that women are biologically inferior to men and are 
therefore undependable in positions of responsibility.

Rather than fearing the implications of PMS, they were were afraid of 
finding out their erratic behavior is not caused by PMS. 


There are people with major problems who think PMS is a panacea 

a cure-all,’’ pointed out PMC center therapist Lois Greenberg. ‘But 
others who do have it have been successfully treated and their life has 
been enhanced. 


Cures spark 
controversy 


Years ago, the monthly depression, stress, ir 
ritability and pain that plagues many women 
was usually dismissed as “female complaint 

Today, most doctors recognize premenstrual 
syndrome (PMS) as a diagnosable condition 
responsible for the regular transformation of 
table, confident women into emotional wrecks 

Before, mothers and doctors used to tell 
women it was normal to be cranky,” said Dr 
\ jul Shukla, an internist at the Central New 
England PMS Center in Westborough, ‘Now 
they realize that sometimes, it's not normal.” 

I think one of the reasons I'm seeing more 
women with PMS lately is because obstetricians 
and gynecologists now realize there is such an 
entity as PMS and it has to be treated as any 
other illness of the female body,”’ noted Waltham 
obstetrician/gynecologist Lawrence Cibley 

Most doctors today have no doubt PMS ex 
ists,’’ agreed Watertown obstetri 
cian/gynecologist Paul Richer. ‘And the fact 
that we recognize that it does exist is a real step 
forward.” 

The next step is finding a cure. Medical profes: 

lonals may agree that PMS exists but they 
disagree about treatment 

The problem is that until more research is 
done to identify the causes of it, doctors will sug: 
gest a variety of different treatments,” explain 
ed Richer 

Some of those treatments — related to diet, ex- 
ercise and vitamins are not controversial 
Women have found relief after reducing their 
alt, caffeine and sugar intakes, eating six small 
meals a day — rich in proteins and complex car 
bohydrates — to keep up their blood sugar level, 
partaking of regular aerobic exercise, and tak 
ing doses of vitamin B6 

But lifestyle changes are not enough for 
everybody. Some women find them hard to 
follow during their difficult days. And for others, 
the relief isn’t strong enough. 

Often, monthly doses of the sex hormone pro- 
gesterone are prescribed for those women, And 
that's where the medical battles begin 

While the Food and Drug Administration 
(DA) has approved of progesterone for treating 
breast and uterine cancer, the FDA has not yet 
passed judgment on use of the hormone for 
women with PMS, Before that can happen, com. 
parative studies between women taking pro: 
gesterone and others taking placebos must be 
completed 

The studies should be finished at the end of 
1984,"’ said Judy Friswell, administrator at PMS 
center, And we't 9 percent sure it will be ap- 
proved. There is only a risk for women taking 
progesterone during pregnancy or within three 
months of becoming pregnant. If that happened, 
there would be a chance the child would have 
birth defect 

Dr, Richer has a bleaker prognosis of the 
drug's success. “There have been some studies 
showing the placebos to be just as effective,” he 

aid. That's why I have a hard time with it. It's 
very expensive and there just haven't been 
enough studies done."” 

since progesterone is broken down in the 
tomach, it must be taken in suppository form 
Bach one costs between $1 and $3, depending on 
the dosage. Woman are instructed to take bet- 
ween 30 and 50 suppositories each month. 

That means patients at the Westborough PMS 
center could be spending over $100 each month 
for the drug in addition to the $310 fee for 
diagnosis and prescription, Blue Cross/Blue 
Shield and other major insurance companies do 
cover PMS treatment, But the cost is not covered 
by Health Maintenance Organizations (HMOs) 
or Medicaid. 

Dr, Cibley said while he has had success with 
progesterone, he, too, is reluctant to prescribe it. 


I think it’s an excellent idea but not the first 
drug of choice," the doctor explained, “I would 
first look into diet changes, vitamins, diuretics 
but I wouldn't advise spending an awful lot of 
money on progesterone as a first line 

Most reputable doctors won't recommend 
progesterone first.” 

4efore prescribing progesterone, patients at 
the Westborough PMS center are required to 

pend two months experimenting with changes 
in diet and exercise and taking vitamins. During 
that trial period, they keep track of symptoms 
throughout their menstrual cycles. 

PMS must be treated as a cluster of symp- 
toms,” stressed Karen Chantermerle, director of 
nursing at the PMS center, "The symptoms can: 
not be treated individually, Often, doctors will 
prescribe dieuretics, Midol, or birth control pills 
to relieve certain symptoms, But that just ag- 
gravates others,”

recently, DeNucci has stood firm 
in his commitment to McGee, 
whom he referred to repeatedly 
as “my speaker.”’ But he admit 
ted recently that the squeeze be 
ing put on him by his loyalty to 
McGee and his close friendship 
with Keverian is getting to be a bit 
much 

‘There comes a point where 
you have to chose between integri- 
ty and loyalty. I’m trying to keep 
both at this point. I have one vote 
and I have two friends. Some 
members of leadership are 
unhappy with my inaction. They 
haven't said so, but I know 
Everyone has to do that they think 
is right for them in their district,” 
DeNucci said. “It’s terrible. It's 
very painful. It’s unhappy. I have 
two close friends fighting each 
other, I have one vote.”” 

He added that he remains com- 
mitted to vote for McGee if and 
when the growing conflict comes 
down to that. ‘‘I’ll vote for Tommy 
McGee in January, but I hope he 
doesn’t run. This is a bomber, the 
things I’m saying about my own 
speaker, but I wish he wouldn’t 
run again. I’m worried for Tom- 
my McGee, the person...and his 
life,"’ DeNucci commented 

Cohen and Schur showed none 
of the anguish DeNucci sincerely 
struggled to express. For them, 
the speaker fight equals op- 
portunity. They said it already 
has produced some good in the 
form of rules reform. Schur said, 
“The democ tion resulting 
from rules reform is already play- 
ing a part. You’re not seeing the 
fast gavel anymore. When you do, 
it’s retracted.”

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Three principals reassigned

NEWTON — In filling two principal 
vacancies at the Cabot and Zervas 
Schools, Superintendent of Schools 
John Strand added another elemen 


tary Ward School to the list of 
those getting new leadership this fall 

Strand announced late last week the 
transfer September 1 of 12-year Ward 
Principal Joseph Gattuso to the Cabot 
School in Newtonville. Gattuso will fill 
the spot of four-year Cabot Principal 
Henry DeRusha, whom the School 
Committee voted against reappoin 
ting last month at Strand’s recom 
mendation. DeRusha has filed a 
lawsuit challenging that decision 

Samuel Turner, who has been prin 
cipal at Oak Hill School 16 years, will 
replace Gattuso at Ward when Oak 
Hill closes in September 

The two transfers stirred up some 
further parental complaints about 
lack of community involvement in re 
cent principal appointments 

Strand also reassigned 25-year 
Hyde School Principal Arthur 
Laughland to the principalship of the 
Zervas School in Waban, Laughland 
will replace Zervas Principal Robert 
Harrington, who is stepping down to 
take a one-year leave of absence from 
his work in the Newton schools 

Reassignment of Laughland and 
Turner became necessary last month 
after the School Committee voted to 
break past practice and retain the two 
as principals after the slated closing 
of Oak Hill and the possible closing of 
Hyde this fall 

Turner, Laughland and Gattuso will 
all remain tenured next year, 
although they will be evaluated as 
new principals. 


Although the PTA presidents at 
Cabot, Zervas and Ward all stressed 
the importance of working to make 
the transitions smooth, Ward PTA 
President Judy Freedberg was not 
pleased with the reappointment pro- 
cess. Her comments echoed earlier 
complaints by the Cabot community 
Both were cut out of the standard 
principal selection process because of 
the need to fill vacancies with prin- 
cipals from within the school system.

A dying breed: 
America’s heroes 


An attempt to put together a piece on 
whom graduating high school seniors con- 
sider to be their heroes these days has 
been all but stalled before it even got roll- 
ing. In a way, we have been looking for 
something that does not exist. 

Without really 
combing the cor- 
ridors of Newton 
North and South 
High Schools, it ap- 
pears that heroes, 
themselves, are a 
thing of the past. 

“Tt’s a little 
discouraging,’’ 
commented Ned 
Rossiter, who 
teaches a course in 
Contemporary 
American History 
at North. ‘There 
doesn’t seem to be 
much out there. 

It seems as if the concept of heroes just 
isn’t around anymore.” 

Rossiter’s counterpart at South, Mar- 
shall Cohen, echoed the North prof’s word 
with depressing precision. He said hero 
worship appears to be a “non time- 
transcendant”? phenomenon. In _ other 
words, contrary to what we thought when 
we began our search, the idea of - or the 
need for - heroes is not something that 
necessarily marks every era in history. 

Cohen attributed what he sees as a 
present-day dearth of heroes to ‘“‘a loss of 
idealism.” 

It seems a sin. 

One dictionary version of the word 





Was JFK our last hero? 


“hero” states, ‘‘A man (specification of. 


gender should be ignored) of distinguished 
valor, intrepidity or enterprise in danger; 
a prominent or central personage in any 
remarkable action or event; a great, il- 
lustrious or extraordinary person.” 

It is getting difficult to remember a time 
in which we had such a personage to look 
up to. John F, Kennedy is probably the 
most recent ‘“‘hero’’ most of us could come 
up with on a moment’s notice, and even his 
noble and righteous image has become 
somewhat tarnished in the 20 years since 
he was martyred in Dallas. 

While the man showed a sense of style 
that, apparently, will not show up in the 
White House for a long, long time, it is get- 
ting increasingly difficult to describe him 
as exhibiting ‘distinguished valor, in- 
trepidity or enterprise’ in the course of 
The Bay of Pigs and some other incidents. 

The way we have whittled JFK down 
from larger-than-life to just-a-man might 
be a clue to why today’s youth is so hard 
put to come up with a ‘‘hero.’’ 
Technological advances have made 
scrutiny of famous personages so easy, 
close and complete that it has become 
almost impossible for us to concentrate on 
their auras and not their imperfections. 

As Rossiter commented, ‘‘T.V. brings 
out all the warts. It makes us all equal.” 

Heroes have served the youth of this 
country well over the centuries. They 
crystallized those values and qualities we 
admired and passed them down from 
generation to generation. We will be hard 
put to find such an effective socializing 
agent.

A move to 
eject the media failed 

Alone but for Majority Leader Rep, Jack Mut 
phy at his side, McGee denied ever in his life hav 
ing anything to do with Republican recruiting- or 
lately with enlisting Democrats ainst in 
cumbents committed to Keverian. He could not 
speak for his committee chairmen, but knew of 
none. ‘Document the charge - or apologize,” 
McGee barked rhetorically at the chairman of 
the Republican State Committee, Rep. Andrew 
Natsios, who had first “‘reported’’ the overtures 
but had declined to identify anyone, Republican 
Natsios was, of course, not present at the 
Democratic caucus to respond 
1cus was then treated to the spectacle of 
ts one after another reluctantly rising 
to describe reports or rumors of candidates be 
ing mobilized against them 

Such public candor has never been heard in the 
House in a generation. It was easy for none of 
them. 

Clearly, Democrats are seething with ac 
cumulated discontent. The battlelines between 
the forces of reform and the status quo are being 
drawn and, whether they like it or not, members 
are being called upon to take side

Thompson was subsequently indicted for 
bribery and conspiracy in relation to small loans 
and died not long afterwards

Why the parades of national con- 
tingents and massed flags if the idea 
is supposed to be that the games 
transcend borders and political dif- 
ferences? Why don't swimmers 
march with swimmers and gymnasts 
with gymnasts? 

But then, for the reasons indicated 
above, who am I to know or even 
ask? 




















But aware that the Olympics 
business seems to be regarded as big 
politics, in which I do take an in- 


terest, I asked a fellow I know who 
does know everything about sports to 
fill me in 
Are we really in crisis city? 
Briefly, he thinks not, He suspects 
the Soviets will eventually relent and 





show up in Los Angeles. But even if 
they don’t the games will go on — and 


- on. The boycott would be a blow, but 


not a fatal one. 

Look at history, he says. The Olym- 
pics were suspended during World 
War II, following the most heavily 
politicized games in history, Berlin in 
1936. Yet they bounced back. 

They've always been politicized, 
and our side is as responsible as the 
other, Look at 1980, when he thinks 
we made the wrong decision, One 
consequence of the two boycotts, he 
suggests, is that it is likely to be a 
long time if ever before either super- 
power will again be host.

On the subject of school con 
solidations, several letters to the 
Editor have undertaken to scold 
and/or instruct the Newton Tax 
payers’ Association. 

So far, those letters have not con 
tained anything new 

So how do we reach the best 
possible conclusion, which is to 
support the School Committee's 
decision to close two schools in 
1984, by voting ‘*yes’’ on the ballot 
question in the special election, 
June 20 

The real top issue is not the Hyde 
School, It is again better education 
for all the ‘kids’ in the public 
schools in the City of Newton, 
Massachusetts 

The issue is not lower taxes 
within this particular year. But 
failing prudent fiscal policy, 





pressures would definitely build up 
to force a plundering of educational 
or other city programs in the 
future, or an attack on the tax limit 
itself. We need all possible savings 
- two schools closed and other sav- 
ings 

The existence of villages or 
neighborhoods in Newton is not the 
issue. We don’t think that a school 
is the only possible focal point or 
meeting place but even if it were 
we still have as many elementary 
schools as villages. Furthermore, 
if the school population increases 
over the next several years, we 
have been assured that no more 
elementary schools will be closed 
Extra space is still available after 
this year's closings. 

A short bus ride is not the issue 
Few, if any, would say it isn’t bet- 








ter to have a school within walking 
distance for most, if not all, 
elementary students. But many 
children in } ton already take 
buses. The rides are still short both 
in distance and time. The effort to 
maintain school units, throughout 
the city, that are large enough to 
provide excellent amenities is well 
worth it. Such amenities include 
better support services, program 
variety and enrichment, and more 
compatible behavioral groupings 
within a school and grade level. 
Investment is not the issue 
Needed programs and personnel 
will always take priority over un- 
needed redundant buildings. Mixed 
use does not cure the problem of 
undersized educational units. Let's 
remember that schools were 
established to accommodate and 





educate the children, A by-product 
was the building’s use as a com 
munity center, etc. Treating the 
by-product as a priority over the

How can we improve our schools? How can 
we attract the best teachers? What makes a 
school system superior? The answers to these 


questions are many, but I believe that the Na 
tional Education Association The 
Massachusetts Teacher's Association and the 





Newton Teacher's Association will not have 
much to do with the solutions 

What teacher has ever become a better one 
through joining a union? And what profit does 
anyone gain from being coerced or in 
timidated into joining a union 


Three weeks ago, as I stood in my 
classroom teaching, the school secretary 
entered with a certified letter for my 


signature. Upon opening it, I found that it was 
a court summons ordering me to appear in 
court next month on a school day, the plaintiff 
being the Newton Teacher's Association who 
charged me with owing them $245, a 
which is the amount of union dues 

If membership in a union had been a prere 
quisite when I applied for my job 12 years ago, 
I would not have applied for it. lam adamant 
ly opposed to labor unions for teachers for a 
good many reasons. I see little evidence that 
the union has any concern for improved 
education for our children. I believe they have 
encouraged mediocrity with their traditic 
opposition to the idea of paying teachers on 
the basis of performance, I disapprove of the 
means they use to gain their ends. To me, 
some of the means are unethical 

Last year the union managed to get Article 
XLI written into the contract, requiring that 
non-members shall pay to the NTA a “ser 
vice"’ fee, The amount of this fee is, coinciden- 
tally, exactly equal to the union dues. I refus- 
ed to pay this and that is why I received a 
summons, hauling me into court. I have found 
this whole business depressing and demoraliz- 
ing. I considered quitting my job, but I decid- 
ed that I didn’t want to be driven out by this 
ridiculous injustice. 

Last week, I handed over the $245 ransom to 
the treasurer of the NTA, It is not that I don’t 
have the courage of my convictions. It is simp- 
ly that at this time in the school year I am 
overwhelmed with work. I cannot afford to ex- 
pend the time and energy to fight this foolish

Capucino’s liquor 
permit suspended

NEWTON — Capucino’s, a Four Cor- 
ners restuarant known for its Italian 
cuisine, will not be able to serve liquor 
for one Monday during June because of 
a Marathon weekend incident in which 
three local minors purchased beer 
there. 

The city’s three-member Licensing 
Board last week, after debating a 
tougher penalty, handed Capucino’s, 
located at 1114 Beacon St., Newton 
Highlands, a one suspension of 
their liquor license stemming from an 
April 14 incident. 

Restaurant offici who admitted 
the violation with ‘‘extenuating cir- 
cumstances,”’ waived their right to ap- 
peal the decision to a higher state 
board and agreed to serve no liquor on 
either June 4 or June 11. The final date 
will depend on the restaurant’s 
schedule for private parties. 

The suspension stems from the 
Saturday night incident in which the ci- 

licensing inspector entered the 
aurant at 9:15 p.m. and saw four 
young patrons drinking and being serv- 
ed beer in the lounge. 





















One of the group was a 21-year-old 
male, but the other three were minors - 
two 19-year-old Newton boys and an 18- 
year-old Watertown girl - all of whom 
told the inspector, who is also a police 
officer, they had not been askled for 
identification. 

Richard S. Keesan, owner of 
Ristorante Fellini, the corporate name 
encompassing the Newton restaurant, 
a similar one in Brookline and the Deli 
Haus restaurant in Kenmore Square, 
appeared before the board along with 
manager Douglas Mitchell. 

“The violation as it occurred is 
true,’’ said Keesan, but added that it

Photography was a hobby for Russell back then; now it’s his voca- 
tion. Years of struggling to overcome his limited mobility led to 
Russell's first photography exhibit, presently on view at Newton- 
Wellesley. Most of the color and black and white photos were taken 
after his accident. 

The pictures displayed throughout the lobby capture athletes in ac- 
tion, musicians performing and the nine members of Russell's family 
in various poses. The images reveal the artist’ sitivity and affec- 
tions: his sister sniffs flowers against a blurred, dreamlike 
background; sunlight dances atop water; two large dogs sit side by 
side, their heads cocked to; nd singer Harry Chapin’s profile, 
bathed in a spotlight, contrasts with a black background. 

“This is my first exhibit,"’ Russell noted shyly. “I'm working on 
getting my driver's license and my van adapted so I can hopefully 
drive to other exhibits — if I can set some up. Maybe I can sell some 
of my photographs and supplement my (disability payment) income. 

“Hopefully, people seeing my pictures will become inspired.” 

Russell, himself, was inspired to pursue photography by another 
quadriplegic. Although he could never play sports again, Russell did 
not lose his fascination with athletics. 

‘Quite awhile back, when I was still at the (New England 
Rehabilitation) hospital, I went to watch a wheelchair basketball 
game and I saw a guy who had his camera attached like this,” 
Russell said, looking at his wheelchair desk tray where a Canon AE-1 
camera was firmly rooted, waiting like a faithful friend. “I instructed 
my father to build me this set-up.”” 

Looking into the viewfinder, Russell framed his subject. He flexed 
his shoulder muscles, enabling a brace-ensconsed arm to hit a handle 
attached to the zoom lens. The picture blurred in and out of focus un- 
til he was satisfied 


Ready to trip the shutter, Russell maneuvered a black rubber ball, 
dangling from the camera, into his mouth. Biting on the air-filled 
bulb, he fired 

As the man in the wheelchair demonstrated his camera techniques, 
occupational therapist Christine Nelson watched and smiled. Tears 
filled the nurse’s eyes. “I'm very proud of him," explained Nelson, 
who helped plan the photography exhibit. “He has no use of his ex: 
tremeties or his fingers. He does all that with his shoulder muscles. 

“We've encouraged him to be in control of his life.” 

Russell feeds himself, shaves with an electric razor, plays with his 
Atari video game, answers a special telephone hooked to a speaker, 
and types poetry and fiction on his word processor using a 
mouthstick 

“The only things I can’t do is wash, dress and get in and out of 
bed,”’ Russell said with a tinge of pride, adding that for those tasks, 
he receives help from Warren Derdanski, his personal attendant and 
roommate. 

Recently, one of Russell’s poems was published in an anthology of 
western world’s greatest poems, “I want to publish a book of my 
poems,’’ he said, his large, blue eyes becoming dreamlike. 

He also hopes to broaden his photographic abilities, ‘‘I was thinking 
about setting up a darkroom but I don’t know if that’s feasible,” said 
Russell, who holds a Bachelor of Science degree in broadcasting and 
film from Boston Unive ‘I'd like to try some camera work." 

Russell is now writing a screenplay based on the true story of a 
hockey player who refused to start a fight. “I saw the article in the 
paper and I got the idea to try to make it into a movie,” he explained. 

Although his mobility is severely limited, Russell seems to have the 
right mix of determination and aspirations to do almost anything he 
wants. 

There have been some down days but everybody has them,’ 
Russell offered, his face creasing into a soft grin. ‘For the most part, 
I’m optimistic. 

“T guess it’s just my personality,”

Archbishop addresses BC grads

CHESTNUT HILL Ar- 
chbishop Bernard F’, Law called 
the “misuse of technology today 
obscene” and urged over 2800 
Boston College graduates to 

engage in dialogue so that a 
more human society will emerge 
for all of us.”’ 

Law, the newly-installed ar- 
chbishop of the Boston Roman 
Catholic archdiocese, delivered 
the main address during the 108th 
commencement ceremonies at 
the Chestnut Hill college in front 
of more than 25,000 cheering spec: 
tators at Alumni Stadium. He was 
also awarded an honorary doctor 
of sacred theology degree 

Speaking on the challenge a 
Catholic university faces in the 
years ahead, Law, reading from 
handwritten notes, called the 
Jesuit school’s graduating seniors 
a “unique and exciting resource” 
for the mission of the church. 

“The misuse of technology to- 
day is obscene,” the spiritual 
leader of the Boston area’s two 
million Catholics said. ‘‘The world 
of 1984 is engaged in an arms race 
that threatens all of us. People 
around the world face starvation. 
An alarming percent of those 
students in high schools in Boston

will not graduate past the 12th 
grade and abortion has ended 15 
million lives since 1973.” 

It is within this context, Law 
said, that Boston College students 
must ‘proclaim the message in a 
dialogue of action.’

university graduates can work to

Neiger to retire 


NEWTON After teaching instrumental music for 28 years in 
public schools, the last 16 of which were spent in the Dedham School 
system, Millard S. Neiger of Newton, will retire in June 

Neiger and his family moved to Newton in 1955. He continued to play 
miscellaneous engagements around Boston including theaters, the 
Boston Garden, opera and ballet performances and special 
engagements with the Boston Symphony and the Pops at Symphony 
Hall, the Esplanade and at Tanglewood 

During those years, Neiger taught t instruments at the South 
End Music Center, the All-Newton Music School and was a teacher of 
trombone at the Prepatory Department of the New England Conser- 
vatory 

Since joining the staff in Dedham in 1968, Neiger has taught in a 
variety of areas: first as assistant band leader to the former director 
of music, Robert Shreve. For three years he led the dance band. He 
also taught elemen instrumental, junior high bands, brass 
ensembles at all levels, and for seven years taught theory and 
history/listening at the high school, two courses which he wrote and is 
leaving behind as a legacy for the Dedham High Music Department 

During his 16 years in Dedham, Neiger enjoyed all phases of music, 
particularly the instrumental performances grades 5 through 12. 

He readily accepted invitations for his various groups to perform at 
town functions, such as Boost Club Shows, pancake festival, 
Eastwood Rest Home concerts, First Congregational Church for 
Christmas carols, malls, and Dedham Woman's Club concerts 

Neiger recalls many memorable times during his playing career 
such as meeting Glenn Miller at the Palace Theater in Cleveland at 
age 16, playing with the Boston symphony under Serge Koussevitsky 
playing ap performance at the Mormon Tabern: playing cone 
at the old Carnegie Hall in new York, playing Gershwin's operat 
* under the original conductor Alexander Smallens, 
3 in orchestras under notable composers like Paul Hind 
ravinsky, Leonard Bernstein and Aaron Copland 

Neiger has had a long and varied performing career, playing trom 
bone professionally, beginning ‘‘on the road” with Art Jarrett (former 
ly the Hal Kemp band) just after his high school graduation in 
January, 1943 

During World War II, he spent three years playing in an Air Force 
Band stationed at Hickam Field, Honolulu. After the war, Neiger 
returned to his home in Cleveland, Ohio, only to leave for Boston to 
enter the New England Conservatory of Music in 1946. 

Upon his graduation from the Conservatory in 1950, Neiger received 
his bachelor of music degree with high honors and was elected to the 
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honorary music society of Pi Kappa Lambda. 

Between 1951-55, Neiger performed with the Robert Shaw Chorale 
and Concert Orchestra, touring nationwide and recording for RCA Vic-

Lighter, sleeker, more efficient

TOKYO (UPI Japanese 
automakers, shedding a reputation 
as skillful imitators, are emerging 
as innovators in such basic 
technologies as auto safety, energy 
conservation and computer 
assisted driving 

With good prospects for greatly 
expanding their already hefty share 
of the U.S. auto market next year, 
Japan's auto giants are targeting a 
wide range of 2ist century gadgets 
for the American car buyer 

The general trend in Japanese 
automotive engineering is toward 
lighter, sleeker, more energy: 
efficient vehicles that use 
lightweight, tensile and extra- 
strength plastics to replace steel 
and glass. 

Engines are getting 
without losing any power, and 
computer-aided designs are 
drastically reducing the coefficient 
of drag to give an ever wider varie 
ty of autos the coveted 40-plus mpg 
rating 

Ultra-light, heat-resistant 
ceramic engines are on the horizon, 
but probably several years from the 
market 

Toyota's FX-1 prototype car 
unveiled at the Tokyo Motor Show

What women 
want in cars

DETROIT (UPI) More than 70 


years have passed since Ford 
published ‘The Woman and the 
Ford,” a brochure intended to con- 
vince women to buy autos like the 
Model T and Torpedo Runabout 

“To be mistress at the wheel of 
her own motor car,’’ the 1912 
brochure read, ‘‘is an ambition that 
strongly appeals to most young 
women. Motor car driving is not a 
fad and is rapidly becoming 
adopted by all women who are seek- 
ing health and pleasure and escape 
from the artificial conditions and 
the worries of the drawing room or 
kitchen.” 

It may have been one of the first 
attempts on the part of an 
automaker to sell to a specialized 
group of car buyers, but it certainly 
wasn't the | Today, the auto 
companies are conducting exten- 
sive market research to find ways 
to appeal to women, blacks and 
hispanics 

While the firms tread lightly in 
creating special ethnic ad cam- 
paigns, for fear that this approach 
may be seen as phony or racist, they 
don’t hesitate to zero in on women 

There have been special ‘powder 
puff’? options packages featuring 
items like lighted makeup mirrors 
and what was_ perceived 

feminine’ trim. Some dealers

The special approaches really 
aren't necessary, according to 


market research 
“Women who are buying cars 


really want to be treated as equals 
and not talked down to, not talked 
up to,” said J. David Power, head of 
J.D. Power & Associates, an 
automotive marketing firm. 

‘Most women are interested in 
the same things on an auto as a 
man. It’s not just pretty colors and 
upholstery, it’s engine performance 
and quality.’ 

Dealers may have felt women 
wanted special treatment because 
of their traditional dislike of the in- 
tense haggling that commonly ac- 
companied car buying 

This is one reason women turned 
to imports, which generally came 
equipped with a number of standard 
options, making a deal much easier 
to complete, said George-Anne 
Rosenberg, editor of the monthly 
Power Newsletter. 

In addition, a number of import 
dealers in the 1970s had women 
sales personnel, a trend that is fast 
being followed by dealers in U 
made car: 

Power's market research has 
found the typical woman car buyer 
to be around 38 years old, and that 
the typical car purchased is a small, 
lower-priced but sporty model 

A number of models are known 
throughout the industry as 
‘women’s cars.” These include the 
Nissan ZX, the Pulsar and the Pon- 
tiac Fiero. Ms. Rosenberg said Ford 
is trying to appeal to women with 
the Mustang ‘‘but I don’t know how 
successful they've been.” 

When it comes to selecting the 
model to buy, women are more like- 
ly than men to use car 
knowledgable friends and current 
owners as a source of information, 
said Ms. Rosenberg.

Eleven Tire Misconceptions 


Millions of drivers use 
them, but most don't use 
them efficiently. There are 
common misconcep 
tions about tires, The Fire 
tone Tire & Rubber Com 
pany has found, even 
among otherwise sophisti 
ated drivers.

The best place to check 
tire air pressure is at your 
service station, Wrong, un 
ess you live less than a mile 
away, Air pressure should 
checked with a gauge 
when your tires are “cold” 

that is, when they have 
been driven a mile or less, 
or if they have been idle for 
at least three hours. A good 
time for such a check is in 
the morning, using your 
wh gauge, before driving 
Then, at your service sta 
tion, sufficient air should 
added to make up the 
difference between your 
pressure reading at home 
and recommended pressure 

after taking another 
reading now that the tires 
are warm. For example, if 
pressure at home was 24 
pounds compared with a 

ecommendation of 32, 
your tires are eight pounds 
inderinflated. If a new 
reading of the warm tires at 
he service station indicates 
1 pressure of 28 pounds, 
for example, the tires 
hould be inflated to 36 
pounds to correct the un: 
terinflation 

Air pressure should be 
checked just when your car 
is serviced, Wrong, because 
air pressure should be 
checked at least monthly, 
and few private cars are 
serviced that often.

pressure reduces tire rolling 
resistance, which, in turn, 
improves gas mileage, be 
cause five to 10 percent of 
the fuel consumed by a car 
engine is used to overcome 
tire rolling resistance 

Some air should be re- 
leased during the winter to 
improve traction, Wrong 
Lower air pressure does not 
improve traction, Lower air 
pressure increases fuel con: 
sumption and causes exces 
sive tread wear. Tires lose a 
pound of pressure for every 
10 degrees drop in tempera 
ture. Therefore, frequent 
tire checks are recom 
mended during the winter 

Some air should be re- 
leased in the summer before 
extended highway driving 
to prevent overheating. 
Also wrong. A properly in- 
flated tire will not overheat 
unless driven at excessive 
speeds. In fact, releasing air 
can cause dangerous tire 
overheating that could re 
sult in a blowout. Besides, 
lower air pressure increases 
fuel consumption and 
causes excessive tire wear in 
the summer, just as it does 
in the winter 

Radials ride harder than 
bias-ply tires. Radials ride 
smoother than bias-ply at 
highway speeds as well as 
speeds typical of most city 
driving. They may be some: 
what harder riding only at 
speeds below 20 mph.

Radials eliminate the 
necessity for snow tires.

Radials offer better trac: 
tion than bias-ply tires but 
snow tires are still best in 
snow accumulations of two. 
inches or more 

Bias-ply tires can be 
mixed with radials as long 
as they're on the same axle, 
Not recommended, but ac- 
ceptable if the bias-ply tires 
are installed on the front 
axle. Never acceptable if 
the bias-ply tires are to be 
installed on the rea le. 
Because of inherent han- 
dling characteristics, a mix 
of rear bias-ply tires and 
front radials can endanger 
safety in quick-reaction sit- 
uations, even on front- 
wheel-drive cars, Thus, rear 
bias-ply snows should never 
be used with front radial 
tires, 





Snow tires belong on the 
rear axle of front-wheel- 
drive cars. Wrong. Snow 
res for front-wheel-drive 
cars should be mounted on 
the front axle where they 
can help pull the car 
through the snow, 


Radial tires need not be 
rotated, Rotation of radials 
from front t6 back and 
back to front on the same 
side of the car, rather than 
diagonally, is recom 
mended for most drivers, It 
evens out wear. However, a 
car owner with good driv 
ing and car maintenance 
habits may be able to omit 
rotation, if periodic tire 
checks indicate no uneven 
wear, Keeping wheels 
properly aligned and tires 
properly balanced helps 
avoid uneven wear

Mann criticizes bill 


Proposed water 
authority opposed

NEWTON Mayor Theodore 
D. Mann has some strong ideas on 
how to clean-up Boston Harbor, 
but they don’t include passing on 
the cost to local communities ser- 
viced by the Metropolitan District 
Commission (MDC) 

Referring to a piece of proposed 


state legislation filed by Gov 
Michael S. Dukakis that would 
create a Metropolitan Water 


Resources Authority (MetWRA), 
Mann said it represents ‘the most 
serious financial threat to tax- 
payers who receive water from 
the MDC and are within its sewer 
district 

The new authority would take 
over the water/sewer functions of 
the MDC and is, in part, the 
state's response to a recent court 
decision that found the Com- 
monwealth responsible for 


sewage discharge into Boston 
Harbor. The suit was filed by the 
city of Quincy 

The court found the pollution 


problem rested mainly with MDC 
treatment plants that discharged 
sewage overflow into the outer 
The cost of ending the 
continued discharge of sewage is 
estimated to about $1.2 
billion 

The

not be subject to the limits of 
Prop. 2% and local officials fear 
the cost of ending the sewage 
discharge would be passed on to 





member communities as an add- 


ed charge on water/sewer user 
fees. 

Mann, who notes that both MDC 
and city-owned sewer lines are old 
and rotting, believes that local 
communities should be responsi- 
ble for upgrading their own sewer 
lines to prevent any further in 
filtration and inflow 

“By abandoning (Prop.) 2%, 
the state is saying it’s going to put 
a direct charge on all the con- 
sumers,’’ Mann said. 

Mann, who also presides over 
the Massachusetts Mayors’ 
Association, pushed for the adop- 
tion of a resolution at a Wednes- 
day meeting of the Massachusetts 
Mayors’ that supports only those 
proposals for cleaning up Boston 
Harbor which recognize the 
respective responsibilities of state 
and local governments.” 

In other words, capital in 
vestments should be made to im- 
prove the system, but only a basis 
that recognizes the liability of the 
state to bear the major burden 

Mann believes the state should 
reroute income derived from 
recreational and commercial ac: 
tivities along the harbor into a 
fund for its clean-up 

‘Boston Harbor is a natural 
asset. The existence of the harbor 
and the recreational and commer- 
cial activities that go along with it 
generates income into state cof 
fers via the sales tax, meals tax, 
and gasoline tax collected from 
boats using the facilities at the 











harbor,” says Mann. ‘‘That’s 
where the money should come 
from." 


State bill proposes 
tax for parking lots

NEWTON A statehouse bill 
that would allow Massachusetts 
communities to levy excise taxes 
on commercial parking lots could 
expand city coffers here by over 
$100,000 in additional revenue, ac- 
cording to projected statistics. 

The proposed legislation would 
open up a whole new area of tax- 
able endeavor and draw 
thousands of dollars in additional 
tax money into city treasuries. 

The bill, filed last November by 
Boston Mayor Raymond Flynn, 
would enable cities and towns to 
impose surcharge on commer- 
cial lots as a way of obtaining ex- 
tra revenue in light of property 
tax limits imposed by Proposition 














he legislation would subject 
the annual parking fees collected 
by commercial lot owners to a 
maximum 15 percent excise tax. 

If the bill becomes law, 
Massachusetts communities 
could exercise their option to ac- 
cept the provisions of the new 
statute by a favorable vote of the 
local governing body. 

In Newton, where private lot 
owners recei approximately 
$741,000 in yearly revenue, an ex- 
cise tax on commercial parking 
operations would yield about 






$111,000 in additional tax money, 
according to financial data com- 
piled by Boston City Hall. 

Mayor Theodore D. Mann, who 
sits as president of the 
Massachusetts Mayors’ Associa- 
tion, endorses the idea behind the 
new bill, saying additional excise 
taxes would ‘‘help us to meet the 
cost of inflation...and give us hope 
we may find a reasonable alter- 
native to the costs associated with 
ite 

The Mayors’ Association voted 
Wednesday to support the concept 
of local option excise taxes as a 
matter of principle. 

The local option excise tax bill 
originally provided for three new 
areas of taxable endeavor — com- 
mercial parking lots, hotel/motel 
units and an anti-speculator 
that would have penalized proper 
ty investors who bought and sold 
buildings or land within a five- 
year period. 

The House Committee on Taxa- 
tion, however, reported favorably 
on only the proposed excise tax 
dealing with commercial parking 
lots. The bill as amended is now 
before the House Ways and Means 
Committee. 

Commercial lots owned by the 
Massachusetts Bay Transpora- 











tion Authority (MBTA) would 
stand the lose the most from the 
proposed legislation.

Politics and prayer 


The mayor’s tenth annual prayer 
breakfast, held last week at Boston Col- 
lege, was a great success in a number of 
ways. 

Ceremonies like the annual prayer 
breakfast provide us with a certain sense 
of relief, real or otherwise, from the 
grating demands of our earthly existence. 

Unlike the rest of our experience, 
ceremonies have a beginning, a middle 
and an end. We seem to like that. It gives 
us a feeling of completion and unity we 
rarely derive from our daily lives. 

In that regard, the time spent together at 
B.C. - time in which the usual matters of 
business and politics were forgone - yield- 
ed to all participants a sense of satisfac- 
tion and relief unavailable in other cir- 
cumstances. 

For a moment, at least, politicians who 
have been traditional opponents - pitting 
their respective philosophies against each 
other for many, many years - bowed 
together in prayer and apparent harmony. 
For a moment, race, creed and color 
seemed to be as insignificant as so many of 
us repeatedly say it should be. 

The prayer breakfast was also a success 
in that it gave the many friends of retired 
Newton Police Lt. Charles Feeley another 
chance to thank him for the years of ser- 
vice that netted him the Centennial 
Medallion. 


The ceremony was also a success in that 
it gave Newton residents a chance to meet 
Bernard F. Law, the new Archbishop of 
Boston. The archbishop devoted most of 
his short address to praising the Garden 
City for its salubrious financial condition 
and ethnic diversity. For that, he was suc- 
cessful in winning the hearts of those in at- 
tendance. 


He made another effort that did not suc- 
ceed quite as well. He tried to impress on 
Newton residents a challenge they must 
face up to. Law told his listeners they are 
their brothers’ keepers. He said they had a 
responsibility to ‘‘break down the walls” 
between Newton, one of the most affluent 
communities in the commonwealth, and 
the City of Boston, where times are tough. 








Minorities, he said, do not even want to 
live or work in a city like Newton. That 
fact is ‘‘a challenge and a judgement,”’ ac- 
cording to the archbishop. He added that 
he had ‘confidence in God’s ability to 
move persons like yourselves.” 


Mayor Mann responded that, ‘“‘here in 
Newton, we are very much linked up to 
you”’ and the City of Boston. 


While it is true that there is tremendous 
linkage between the two cities for white 
collar workers - we are, after all, ‘‘a 
bedroom community” - it is doubtful this 
was what the archbishop was referring to. 


No doubt he would be more concerned 
that, while the city’s affirmative action 
plan sets a target of more than eight per- 
cent minority employees in the municipal 
work force, the current level is stuck at 
less than one percent. 


He might also be concerned, although 
the annual prayer breakfast was no forum 
to mention it, that there is not even any ac- 
count in the city budget specifically 
targeted for the kind of affirmative action 
plan that is designed to ‘‘break down the 
walls’’ he was speaking of.

The new dilemmas of old age

Did he say it or didn’t he? Whether he did or 
not, the heated reaction to Colorado Governor 
Richard Lamm’s remarks on the elderly are an 
indication of what a sensitive topic old age is. 

The Denver Post was the first to quote Lamm 
as saying. ‘ve got a duty to die and get out 
of the way ey,’’ in the context of the gover- 
nor’s printed remarks, seemed to refer to the 
elderly in our society. 

When the wir 
wide, senior citizens acros 
their cudgels and canes and waved them menac- 
ingly at the governor. Editorial brick were 
let fly, too, in the direction of Colorado's “‘insen- 
sitive” chief executive. 

According to the governor, what he actually 
“We've (not they've) got a duty to die 
out of the way with all our machines and 
thing like that and let 
the other society, our kids, build a reasonable 
life." 

Not only did the reporter get the pronoun 
wrong, the editor put a period after ‘get out of 
the way," which altered the sense of what Lamm 
said. 

While it may have seemed from the 
newspapers as if Lamm were telling the elderly 
to hurry up and die, he actually made no 
reference at all to the aged, He was speaking of 
the human costs of high technology — including 
medical science — which keeps many of us alive 
beyond our time. 

This explanation might get Lamm off the hook, 
but it doesn’t get us off the hook. We still have to 
deal with the problem this whole discussion has 
again raised, Not only will most of us get old 
ourselves, but many of us in our middle years, 
whether or not we live on into old age, are or will 
be faced with the issue of what to do with an aged 
parent or relative 

There are two questions involved: What will be 
best for Mother or Father or Aunt Ruth? And 
what will be best for those of us whose respon-

sibilities they are? The answers we give often 
conflict, 

If keeping them at home will be best for them, 
but putting them in a nursing home will be best 
for us, what do we do?

There are those, however, who feel that the aged 
are often happier in a nursing home, 





“T’ve seen people come to nursing homes who 
were becoming senile because nobody talked to 
them at home,’ says a pastor who has been 
visiting nursing home patients for years, 





“As they work on projects at the nursing 
home,” he says, “‘and join in the activities and 
have people to talk to, their senility often passes 
in a matter of weeks.”” 


Others point out that, with so many wives 
working today, the old people get lonely at home 
all day by themselves. {n other cases the elderly 
can't stand the noise of the family’s teenagers 
and their friends. 

Looking at it from the point of view of the 
middle-aged children ‘who have their own lives 
to live,” a chronically ill person in the home can 
cause str and tensions in the family, affec- 
ting both the marital life of the couple and their 
relationship with their younger children, 

Apart from the dilemma of what to do with the 
aged is the larger, fundamental question of 
whether something should be done about ‘‘all our 
machines and artificial hearts and everything 
like that”’ that keep people alive into an old age. 
This w the question raised by Governor 
Lamm’s remarks. 

Beyond even that dilemma is the ultimate 
perplexity of whether it would be better to end 
the suffering of the incurably sick by painlessly 
snuffing out their lives, The latest poll sho’ hat 
more than half the people in the United States 
are in favor of mercy killings. That is up from 
the 35 percent in 1950 who favord such a solution, 

Would this be usurping the role of God? Or, as 
Governor Lamm suggested, is it medical science 
that is taking over God's role by keeping us alive 
beyond our divinely appointed time?

Remembering Vietnam

Memorial Day comes at the best and worst time of year. Best 
| because it accompanies the advent of true Spring when the false 
| starts of March and early promises of April-forsythia and crocus 

finally riot to full bloom and fruit trees and lilacs and dandelions 

sweetly overpower eye and nose 

Worst because, in this lovely time of year, we most miss the young 
men, chopped down in some dark cause of war, in their sweet, green 
springtime, the quick of their youth. Lost to us, the fullness of their 
promise, their brightness of heart and mind, never to bud or flower. 
The loss painfully reminds us of our own promises lost, dreams un- 
fulfilled. Memorial Day is twice as hard to bear. 

This day especially provokes memory of the war we'd most like to 
forget y le week-more than 11 years after the last American 
combat troops had been withdrawn-the unknown soldier of Viet- 
nam finally laid to fitting rest at Arlington. 

Finally, it seems, we are able to remember, with sober and pain- 
ful focus, both the 58,000 who died as well as the military and 
political miscalculation and bungling arrogance that so disgraced 
us. ‘Now Americans appear to be redeeming a debt to the men who 
fought and died-saluting their contribution, expiating their suffer- 
ing,’’ writes Stanley Karnow in his comprehensive history, 
Vietnam. 

How, then, memorialize Vietnam this day? How honor the 58,000 
| who paid their dues, kept the faith? Or Nam’s living remnants, 
vilified by the country they served, hospitalized or imprisoned? 
(Nearly 190,000, some of Nam’s bravest victims, are locked away 
a fitting, if cruel, symbol of the war we have hidden away in the 
solitary of national memory.) 

Have we now the strengh, as a nation, the sober reason to ease the 
Vietnam skeleton from its dark closet, to examine its splintered 
bones, perform a long overdue autopsy on the corpse we have 
preferred to think never really lived or died? Such self-searching is, 
of course, sharply appropriate in context of our new and recent 
military miscalculations and arrogant foreign policies of 
| overbearance—the shame of 300 young men sacrificed in the abor- 
tive “peacekeeping” mission in Lebanon, support for the militant 
death squads in Central America, a justified concern that we are 
blundering our way again to another Vietnam 

What should we what can we remember...what 
memorialize? The most famous comment of its kind, generally 
recognized for its grace (and brevity) of language is Lincoln’s at 
Gettysburg that these honored dead shall not have died in vain 

.’”’ and, in the same speech, the most famous ‘‘... and that govern- 
ment of the people, for the people, and by the people shall not perish 


























This is his w to honor dead youth, promise gone. He does not 
celebrate war, for no war deserves it. And now we approach, ally 
and enemy alike, the culmination of war, our most ignoble inven- 
tion, in whose armageddon there will be no honored dead, no honor 
at all, just an end to all green springtimes. 

No war is just. No war is decent. No war is subject to the rules of 
fair play. No war is won. No war deserves memorial. But it is just 
and decent and fair to honor wasted youth, promises destroyed, the 
fallen, and soberly to ask ourselves if Nam's obliterated green spr- 
ingtime warriors died, like their brothers from wars immemorial, 
In valn. 

Will the people, this people, of Lincoln’s terse and splendid 
memorial perish? Shall we once or twice a year set out the flag, 
read conventional cliches, sublimely ignoring past horror and 
preparing a new one? Or may we yet, in some certain belief that 
they indeed did not die in vain, set about the beating of swords to 
plowshares, determined at last to preserve the green and precious 
springtime of our world.

Mann, assured Law and the other 
distinguished guests that Newton 
is, indeed, doing everthing 
humanly possible to wipe out 
racism and bigotry, and to create 
a community which reaches out to 
all 

In Newton we have an 
organization dedicated to serving 
any worthwhile cause throughout 
the world,’’ Mann said, He added 
that the Newton school system 
has always been a beacon of hope 
for less fortunate of those com 
munities. 

The mayor spoke of the emo 
tional and spiritual ties which 
bind Boston and Newton, In a 
symbolic effort to “break down 
the walls’ of misunderstanding 
and distance, the mayor 
presented Archbishop Law with a 
key to the city, struck from bronze 
which was originally part of a 
decommissioned naval war 








This key opens the doors to all 
of our homes,"* Mann said 
He pointed out that the key 
could be viewed as a modern ex: 
ample of the biblical prediction of 
a more peaceful time when we 
would beat our swords into 
plowshares 


Mann also presented the 
Newton Centennial Medallion 
Award to a community member 
Archbishop Law characterized as 
aman “who represents what peo- 
ple strive to be,’ retired Safety 
Officer Lieut.

The sound of a gavel slamm- 
ing on formica echoes momen- 
tarily in the small, smoke-filled 
room. In the ensuing silence, a 
woman begins to speak, her 
strong voice occasionally 
faltering from the emotional 
weight of what she has to say. 


Christine not her real 
name is a recovering drug 
addict detailing the destructive 
chain of events which led to her 
obsession. 

She pauses now and then, as 
if in pain, her mind seem- 
ingingly overwhelmed by im- 
ages of how she eventually pro- 
stituted herself to support a 
habit which began with wine 
sipping, progressed to cocaine 
snorting and resulted in a 
heroin nightmare. 

It is a story not unfamiliar to 
her audience. The 150 or more 
people gathered in this white- 
walled room donated by The 
Waltham Hospital, are addicts 
and ex-addicts as well. 

They have come here on a 
Saturday night, when most peo- 
ple are celebrating a relaxing 
evening out, to join in the week- 
ly meeting of Narcotics 
Anonymous (N.A.). 

N.A. is a non-profit 
fellowship of ‘‘addicts helping 
addicts”, and is open to those 
who want to come “‘clean”’, or 
renounce all drugs, including 
alcohol, from their lives. 

Although donations are ac- 
cepted from members, there is 
no charge to those who wish to 
attend, 

Individuals ranging in age 
from 15 to 60 occupy the rows of 
metal folding chairs facing the 
front wall, where a gold and 
maroon banner proclaims 
“Scoring Sobriety” in bold, op- 
timistic letters, 






















A bearded man in a leather 
jacket and cowboy boots squats 
Indian-style on a table not far 
from where a_sandy-haired, 
clean shaven youth in Oxford 
shirt and dress pants sits erect 
in his chair, politely attuned to 
“Christine’s’’ words. Both are 
here to try and rid the problem 
which unites such a disparate 
patchwork of personalities and 
lifestyles, 

Suzanne, a chestnut-haired, 
fair-skinned young woman in 
her twenties, has been ‘clean’ 
now for four years. Dressed in 
bright-striped summer sandals 
and jeans, she roams freely 
about during a break in the 
meeting, returning hugs and 
other displays of affection of- 
fered her by the many acquain- 
tances she’s made during her 
two years of N.A, 

“A lot of us started really 
young, when we were 15 or 16,” 
she says, jangling a set of keys 
which holds a medal obtained 
for her four-year abstinence, 
“But you'll see professional 
people here as well; lawyers, 
doctors, nur: there are a 
lot of doctors and nurses."’ 

The boisterous N.A, 
“veteran” pauses for a mo- 
ment and swivels around to 
greet the fifth or sixth friend to 
approach her in a span of five 
minutes. 

“Contrary to what many peo- 
ple think, drugs used can range 
from cocaine and heroin to too 
many valiums and abused 
prescription drugs,"’ she con- 
tinues. 

The N.A. message is that any 
addict, be it the lawyer who 
found his cocaine hobby a 
habit, the high school student 
smoking too much pot, or the 
junkie on the street stealing to 
support his heroin need, are all 
victims of the same weakness: 
| Obsession with using, and a 
} compulsion to keep using no 
matter what the costs.’ 

A motto of Narcotics 
Anonymous, a group which pat- 
terns itself in many ways after 
the Alcoholics Anonymous pro- 
gram, is that ‘One is too many 
and a thousand never enough.” 

Suzanne stresses, however 
that N.A, is different from 
other programs like Alcoholics 
Anonymous

‘I'm sick and I need to 
talk..,"’ he begins with difficul- 
ty. “I feel like my head’s bang 
ing off the wall.. the more I 
stay clean, the more I want to 
run. I feel overwhelmed and I 
just want to get loaded... but I 
can’t do that, I’ve put too much 
work into being clean."’ 


His audience hums with 
agreement 

Patty, a young college-age 
girl in designer pants and high 
heels, seems to reassure 
herself as she tells others to 
“take it one day at a time.” 

A rugged, healthy-looking 
young man in new jeans and a 
spring jacket suge that 
everyone reflect upon ‘what 
happened to (David) Kennedy. 
I identified with the things he 
had done," Frank says with a 
tone which seems amazed at 
such a revelation. ‘‘We forget 
that (drugs) can kill, We have 
to remind ourselves.”* 














An unidentified voice from 
the back of the room is sad and 
philosophical: ‘I lost a friend 
to cancer. He had no choice. 
But I have a choice. I can live if 
I wan't to.”’ 

During these conversations, 
class, race, religion, age and 
gender are discarded in ex- 
change for understanding, em- 
pathy and respect. As_ the 
members listen to others, they 
know it could very well be 
themselves talking. 

As a result, a lot of ‘different’ 
kinds of friendships develop 
here that might not otherwise 
have formed, according to 
Suzanne. 

“For instance, see those two 
women over there...?’’ she 
says, pointing to where a black 
woman in her thirties and a 
young blond-haired girl are 
standing and talking together. 
“She's from a_ low-income 
family in Roxbury, and she’s ¢ 
student at a good univer: 
from an upper middle 
white family. They're 
friends.” 


Tr mood of tonight's 
meeting seems to rise and fall 
like the tide of triumphs and 
failures revealed by the 
recovering addicts: suddenly, 
the somber note which once 
pervaded is dispelled as an 
awards ceremony commences. 
Sam, a man with tousled sandy 
brown hair and eyes that shine 
with optimism, rises confident- 
ly from his chair and strides 
proudly forward amid cheers 
and whoops of approval, 
Tonight, he will receive a 
specially colored keychain 
representing a victorious three 
months without drugs 

Jim grabs his reward for a 
whole year’s abstinence and 
does an Irish jig in the air, The 
applause is deafening. 

Even first time members, 
who have stayed ‘‘clean"’ for 
one day, are given an N.A. book 
and special welcoming 
keychain to urge therm to con 
tinue their efforts.

Parents generous with 
hugs and kinds words help 
their children keep a guard 
up against narcotics addic- 
tion and maybe even 
teenage pregnancy, a Na- 
tional PTA report on self- 
esteem suggests. 



















Hugs and encouragement 
work magic by reinforcing 
kids’ self-esteem, says 
Elaine Stienkemeyer, PTA 
president. 

“Psychologists tell us that 
problems such as drug and 
alcohol abuse and adoles- 
cent pregnancy are rooted 
in a lack of self-esteem,” 
she said. 

“People who do _ not 
believe in their self-worth 
often behave in ways that 
are not in their best in- 
terests.’’ 

Experts say that persons 
with high self-esteem feel 











































good about themselves, 
trust themselves and 
others, get along in the 
family, do not exploit 





others, form relationships 
that are mutually valuable, 
and care about others. 

Mrs. Stienkemeyer said 
such qualities have their 
foundation in childhood. 

“As a result, parents, 
teachers and even in- 
terested adults can foster 
good feelings in children by 
responding to them in 
positive ways. 


“How often do we tell a 
child, ‘Good job,’ or hug 
them when they have done 
something we are proud of 
or just to show them we 
care?” 

Other tips on ways to help 
boost a child’s self-esteem 
come from Dr. Thomas Col 
eman, a fellow of the 
American Academy of 
Pediatrics. They include: 

—Level with kids. Don’t 
talk down. Put yourself at 
eye level with a child. It 
makes the child feel equal. 

—Let kids in on decision 
making. For example: ‘Do 
you want liquid medicine or 
tablets?” That gives them 
participation in a health 
care decision and lessens 
their feelings of 
powerlessness. 

—Use rules in child rais- 
ing. Rules help people get 
along with each other, and 
foster good feelings. Make 
rules during calm times and 
let the child participate. 

—Level with the kids 
about your childhood. 
Children need to know their 
parents had trouble learn- 
ing, too. Telling them so 
shows you understand, 

Parents need to feel 
valued and _ self-confident, 
too, before they can help 
their children develop self- 
esteem, the PTA report 
said, 

Planning memorable ac- 
tivities with your children 
also helps develop their self 
esteem, Samples: help your 
child make a scrapbook of a 
trip or something he or she 
enjoys; help the child plan, 
plant and be responsible for 
his or her own space in the

Busing issue sparks suit

NEWTON — The School Committee 
and the city have filed suit against the 
state and the state Commissioner and 
Department of Education over the 
private school busing law enacted this 
winter. 


The suit charges the law is illegal 
because the general court has not pro- 
vided for reimbursement of the city 
by the state for the costs of the added 
service. The School Committee 
estimates this year's service, which 
went into effect March 16, will cost the 
school system over $64,600 by the end 
of this school year. Next year's costs 
are expected to total $220,000. 








The private school transportation 
act returned to local School Commit- 
tees the same responsibility for pro- 
viding busing to private school 
students that existed before the 1982 
Essex Decision. Communities must 
once again provide private school 
kids with the same service they give 
to public school students 











All students must be provided 
transportation if they live more than 
two miles from school or if there is no 
safe walking route available to them 
The Newton School Committee reduc- 
ed the city limit for elementary kids 
to one mile during its school con 
solidation discussions 

The act, which was signed into ef 
fect by Gov. Michael Dukakis on Dec 
20, included a requirement that 
“emergency” service be provided as 
soon after Jan.1 as possible for the re- 
mainder of this school year 





Because Newton houses numerous 
private schools, few of which can be 
reached by walking routes safe for 
elemen age and junior high 
children, and because those schools 
are attended by large numbers of 
Newton students, the legislation has 
meant the addition of 360 kids to the 
city’s bus rosters. 








Newton's action follows a similar 
suit brought against the state by the 
town of Lexington, which has not im 
plemented the mandated ‘‘emergen 
cy” busing for this spring. Although
